"The next move in the restoration 


of confidence and the oiling of the 
wheels of business will be the open- 
ing of the stock exchanges and the 
cottcn exchanges. 


"Although of less importance than 


the home trade situation in reality, 
foreign trade conditions are 
being 


carefully followed by 
students 
of 


business. Our October imports total- 
ed 140 million 
dollars, 
compared 


with 133 millions last year, an evi- 
dence that Europe, in spite of her 
condition, is seeing that we get any- 
thing we want whic-h she has to sell. 


"Bank 
clearings 
for 
October 


amounted to 12 billion dollars, com- 
pared with 16 billions last year. The 
decrease is almost wholly 
attribut- 


able to the business shock caused by 
European conditions'. 


"During October, there were l.">60 


business failures with total liabilities 
of 27 million dollars, compared with 
1201 failures a year ago wtth liabili- 
ties somewhat over 18 million dol- 
lars. 


"Money in circulation on Novem- 


ber 2 aggregated 3.716 million dollars 
compared with 3695 a month ago, 
and 3417 a year ago.
